TO ADD LIFE TO TOUR WASHER 
Don't overload it with too many pieces or use too much water. Water 
may run in the transmission, cause loss of oil and excessive wear on 
gears. Avoid splashing water around the washer. It may run over the 
electrical connection to the switch and into the motor causing damage. 
Connecting cord should be wiped dry and carefully wound and hung 
up after use. Release pressure on rolls when not in use. 


TO MAKE YOUR IRONER LAST LONGER 
If starch sticks to the “shoe" of your ironer, add a pinch of salt to the 
starch. Keep shoe clean. Change the muslin cover on the roll fre­ 
quently and wash often so that it is always fresh and ready to use. 
Protect ironer roll and shoe from dust and dirt by covering when not 
in use. When ironing see that buttons, snaps, hooks, and eyes fact 
the roll so as to avoid scratching the ironer shoe.
